They require tho 
best if they are to live and develop in- 
to the most profitable fowls. 


Never take the chicks out of the in- 


cubator as soon as they are hatched, 
but let them stay in the nursery under 
the egg tray for 21 hours and get well 
dried off, able to run around and 
stron K. 


In damp seasons there is likely to 


be more moldy and musty material 
which hens and chicks can get hold of 
and an effort should be made to pre- 
vent their getting such material be- 
cause it nvill cause canker in many 
cases. 


When chicks are flrst placed In a 


brooder they should be kept tmdor the 
hover most of th" time for the first 
day BO that they will not become- 


irl»vl and so that they will got accus- 


tomed to going; under the hover lor 
warmth. 


If the wings of little chicks grow tor> 


fast and hang down. th«y will require 
too much of th" sin ngth of the chicks 
to cnrry them around and the big 
heavy feathers should be cut off closi 
to the wing. 


Feed only what chicks will fat up 


quickly so that ih^y will lie anxious

This is one of the valuable vege- 


tables which supply os with Iron. 
Wash It carefully and put It to cook 
with, no water but that which clings 
to the leaves. Cover at first until Its 
own Juice flows, then open and boll 
till tender, watching it carefully and 
turning it to ke.np It from scorching. 
Chop very fine and serve with hard- 
cooked eggs as a garnish, or simply 
with vinegar and a seasoning of salt. 
pepper and butter. 


Whole-Wheat Pudding. 


Take two cupfuls of whole-wheat 


flour, a halt teaspoonful of soda, a 
cupful of milk, a half teaspoonful of 
salt, a cupful of dates and a half cup- 
ful ot molasses, beat well, and steam 
2% hours in a buttered mold. If thick 
sour milk Is used, add a t*HSpY>onful 
of «oda. Serve with whipped cream. 
plain cream or any preferred liquid 
sauce. 


Rhubarb and Raltln Pudding. 


Here is one you can give the chil- 


dren: Take a pint of rhubarb cut In 
half-Inch pieces, sprinkled with a cup- 
ful of sugar. Let stand an hour or 
more. Toss a pint of breadcrumbs 
into three tablespoonfiils of melted 
butter. Put in layers into a baking 
dish, sprinkling a cupful of raisins In 
between, having tho crumbs on top. 
Cover closely the first half hour and 
hako one hour. Serve with a sauce 
or with benten crcnm.
